STATEMENT OF PURPOSE
RS29782 / HO755

This is the FY 2023 original appropriation bill for the Department of Lands. It appropriates a total of
$81,350,000 and caps the number of authorized full-time equivalent positions at 349.45. For benefit costs,
the bill increases the appropriated amount for health insurance by $850 to $12,500 per eligible full time FTP,
includes a one-year holiday of unemployment insurance, and adjusts workers' compensation amounts. The bill
also provides funding for permanent employees for the equivalent of a 3% salary structure shift and provides
$1.25 per hour per eligible employee to be distributed based on merit for change in employee compensation.
The bill funds 15 line items, which provide additional funds for engine bosses, including four for the two
Timber Protective Associations (TPAs), a fire business system, a pay increase for seasonal firefighters
including the two TPAs, two fire management officers, a booster crew for north Idaho, fire equipment, drone
equipment, a partial FTP to bring a Forest Legacy Program staff member to full-time, IT license costs, trust
land equipment, Good Neighbor Authority (GNA) equipment, a CEC and inflationary adjustment for the two
TPAs, wildfire reduction projects, fire assistance to locals, and work on abandoned mines. Also included in
this bill is a onetime FY 2022 supplemental appropriation, which provides a transfer from the General Fund
to the Fire Suppression Deficiency Fund for wildfire management costs.
